have committed or advised to he com­ 
mitted any act of violence or disor­ 
der; and neither we nor those asso­ 
ciated with us are members of or in 
sympathy with the I. W. W. or any 
other organization that advocated the 
use of violence as a means of secur­ 
ing a settlement in industrial dis­ 
place 
We have not even placed men 
on picket duty. or In any way Inter­ 
fered wifh the operations of trains, 
or in any way molested or even visit­ 
ed company property.” 
The letter continues lr. part: 
“ Through no fault of our own. the 
assumption of violence or threatened 
violent* on our part has been eon 
veyed to the public ai iud.

ple of this state, quite naturally, feel 
thut the National Guard would not 
he called except In case of riot or
